Mobile phone users in Illinois are paying 
hundreds of extra dollars every year for un- 
used minutes and unnecessary services, the 
Citizens Utility Board said in a report re- 
leased Monday. 

CUB studied 4,400 cell bills entered into 
its online Cellphone Saver between August 
2009 and July 2010 and determined that 
those consumers are overpaying by an aver- 
age of $359 a year. 

The Cellphone Saver lets users can upload 
a PDF of their wireless bill from one of the 
five major carriers—AT&I, Verizon Wire- 
less, Sprint, T-Mobile and US. Cellular—and 
receive a report about how to cut costs. 

CUB conducted a similar study in 2009, 
analyzing 6,985 bills. Last year, the lost sav- 
ings added up to an average of $331 a year. 

The culprits identified by CUB remain 
largely unchanged from last year. CUB Ex 
ecutive Director David Kolata said wasted 
minutes continue to be an issue, with con- 
sumers averaging more than six hours of un- 
used calling time every month because even 
plans with the lowest amount of minutes are 
too big for typical use. 

The other common problems are paying 
for extra services that may not be a good 
value, such as insurance, directory assistance 
and roadside assistance. In addition, CUB 
said consumers unwittingly opt into pro- 
grams that tack monthly recurring charges 
onto their bills, often for downloads such as 
ringtones and wallpapers. 

Kolata said consumers that use fewer than 
300 minutes of calling time a month could be 
better served by switching to a prepaid wire- 
less provider.

Americans shadier when it comes to texting, new study says

Next time your friend reads a text message while sit- 
ting with you at a restaurant, tell him he’s rude. And 
tell him he’s like a typical American. 

Those statements likely would be true, given the 
results of a Marquette University study that com- 
pared the texting habits of cell phone users in the 
world’s two largest democracies — the U.S. and India. 

In monitoring text messages from 137 college stu- 
dents in both countries, the study showed that India 
appeared to have better “textiquette.” Researchers 
found that 52 percent of the Americans in the study 
read text messages while in public social settings 
such as restaurants, shops and movie theaters, com- 
pared with only 5 percent of Indian participants 
who read texts while out. Most Indians (41 percent) 
read texts while at home or at a friend’s home. 


Americans also were seven times more likely than 
Indians to send texts from social settings (42 per 
cent ys. 6 percent); and almost eight times as likely 
to text while in the middle of a conversation (G1 per- 
cent vs. 4 percent). 

Still, Robert Shuter, the Marquette communica- 
tion studies professor who led the study, cautioned 
not to be too down on American texters. 

“The truth is, neither Indians nor Americans ex- 
cused themselves or took leave when they read or 
sent a message. They’re both at fault,” he said, add- 
ing that the point of the study was to emphasize 
how different cultural factors must be considered 
when developing universal texting rules. 

Maybe he’s right. Indians did rudely rank 
10 percentage points higher than Americans in us- 
ing swear words in texts.

The CTA board voted last week to 
change the name of the Library-State/ 
Van Buren stop in the Loop to the 
Harold Washington Library-State/Van 
Buren stop after some riders lobbied 
the board to honor Chicago’s first 
black mayor. 

The adjustment now gives that stop 
the honor of having the longest CTA rail station name, a title previously 
held by the Conservatory-Central Park Drive stop on the Green Line. 

The CTA said it generally names stations by the nearest cross street 
or intersection or by the closest attraction (Merchandise Mart on the 
Brown and Purple lines and Cermak-Chinatown on the Red Line). 

“T think it’s long overdue,” CTA president Rich Rodriguez said 
about the library stop change, which will cost the CTA about $19,000 
in new signs. With all the talk about station names, Going Public 
looks at some stops that should modify their monikers.

On the Western front: Confusion abounds when one name is used to 
describe three different stations. For example, there’s an Addison stop 
on the Red, Blue and Brown lines, so the color of the lines has to be 
mentioned when describing those stations. 

Western, too, is the name for multiple stations: one on the Brown, 
Orange and Pink lines, and—inexplicably—two on the Blue Line.

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Chicago’s in the running as one 
of the best gay destinations 
in anew contest—here’s why

The gay traveler is a highly desired commodity. 

While, of course, every traveler is different, gay and 
lesbian tourists have a reputation for being the kind of 
traveler a tourism bureau salivates over, according to in- 
dustry experts. They often hit a city with a full agenda 
and money to spend. 

“We're cutting back and the times are tough, but we’re 
still going to travel,” said John Polly, editor-in-chief of 
tripoutgaytravel.com. “That’s one of the main ways we 
like to spend our money.” Polly said many gay tourists 
often want to experience cultural sites, fine dining and 
nightlife hotspots, all in one visit. “Once we go to a city, 
we like to really take part in what a city has to offer.” 

About 45.6 million visitors flocked to Chicago in 2009, 
according to the Chicago Convention and Tourism Bu- 
reau. Gay visitors are estimated to have spent $63.3 bil- 
lion in the US., according to Community Marketing 
Inc., which surveys lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender 
people. Community Marketing’s 2010 report also found 
that Chicago was the most-visited U.S. site for business in 
2009 and in the top five for leisure travel in the country. 

The city recently was nominated for best U.S. destina- 
tion in the Trip Out Gay Travel awards; online voting in 
the competition runs through Monday. Boystown bar 
Roscoe’s was nominated in the “best gay bar in the world” 
category. Both were selected by a panel of 20 writers and 
editors who cover LGBT affairs. 

“We're extremely honored. Chicago is a fantastic city,” 
said Brenden Chrisman, general manager at Roscoe’s, 
who acknowledged Roscoe’s since has been recruiting 
votes on social media and in the bar. “T think we’re doing 
alittle campaigning.” 

“Chicago’s actually always been a hotspot for the gay 
and lesbian traveler. It’s a vibrant, unique urban setting,” 
said John Tangelo, president of the International Gay 
and Lesbian Travel Association, which is based in Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla. He said Chicago kind of has it all, from 
the slew of major-league sports teams to the world-class 
shopping. 

“Having lived in L.A. and New York, I love Chicago ... 
It’s the life of New York City at a lesser pace,” said Arnie 
Cuarenta, general manager for the Chicago Gay Men’s 
Chorus, one of many Chicago entertainment options 
geared toward the LGBT set. “It’s a beautiful city. There’s 
so much life, whether you're gay or straight.”

From Chicago’s Columbus Day parade 
route to rallies held across the state, Mon- 
day marked the first day of early voting for 
the Nov. 2 election—a point where politi- 
cians shift from primarily concentrating 
on hard-fought, TV-driven campaigns to 
focus on the nitty gritty of cranking out 
the vote. 

“One more than the other guy is a land- 
slide in my book,” Democratic Gov. Pat 
Quinn told reporters following a rally at 
the Pipefitters Local 597 union hall in Chi- 
cago, the launch pad for a half-dozen rallies 
he was leading throughout the state aimed 
at encouraging early turnout. On Tuesday, 
Vice President Joe Biden was scheduled to 
keynote another rally for Quinn in Chicago. 


Republican governor candidate Bill 
Brady rushed to Chicago from a downstate 
bus tour and strode a parade review route 
along Columbus Drive to tell potential 
supporters they should vote now. 

Early voting has taken on added signifi- 
cance since it was launched four years ago. 
Fueled by hometown candidate Barack 
Obama’s presidential candidacy, local elec- 
tion officials said pre-Election Day votes 
amounted for more than one in five city 
and suburban Cook County ballots cast in 
fall 2008. 

But the campaigns also have taken ad- 
vantage of a new quirk in election law that 
moves Illinois closer to voting by mail. 
The change removed the requirement for 
absentee voters to give a reason why they 


would not be able to vote in person on 
Election Day. Late last month, campaigns 
sought to exploit the change to launch 
early voting even earlier. 

Democrats and Republicans each 
sought to motivate voters by raising the 
specter of unpopular opposition leaders. 

US. Sen. Dick Durbin (D-IL) criticized 
attack ads aimed at U.S. Senate nominee 
Alexi Giannoulias by a group co-founded 
by former President George W. Bush's 
White House political guru Karl Rove. 

Giannoulias’ Republican rival, five-term 
North Shore US. Rep. Mark Kirk, told 
supporters in Joliet they needed to get out 
the vote so he could stop the Democratic 
agenda of House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, of 
California.

Mystery still surrounds 
Chicago serial killer case

On a cool October day in 1983, 
Henry Hansen and his wife, Glad- 
ys, returned to an Indiana farm 
where for years they'd had luck 
finding mushrooms sprouting un- 
der the old oak trees. 

But this time they found some- 
thing else entirely—two skulls ly-_ Eyler 
ing together north of a dilapidated 
barn off Route 41 just across the Illinois state line in New- 
ton County, records show. 

Police soon found the remains of four young men—all 
with their pants around their ankles, one with hands and 
head severed—and eventually determined the barn had 
been used as a torture chamber by serial killer Larry Eyler. 

Eyler, a Chicago house painter, confessed to 21 slayings 
before dying in prison in 1994 of AIDS-related complica- 
tions. He was on death row in Illinois for the 1984 mur- 
der of Danny Bridges, a 15-year-old Uptown prostitute 
whose dismembered body was discovered when a suspi- 


cious janitor cut open a trash bag outside Eyler’s Rogers 
Park apartment building. Three decades later, at least 
four young men Eyler confessed to slaying in Illinois and 
Indiana remain unidentified. Two Indiana coroners work- 
ing near the Illinois border hope to change that, recently 
launching efforts to identify three of them using DNA. 

The Cook County medical examiner’s office, which 
the Tribune has reported had one unidentified victim, did 
not respond to requests for comment. 

The Indiana coroners plan to submit the DNA samples 
to a national criminal database and missing-person data- 
bases, and also use the DNA to compare to samples from 
families who believe the victims might be their missing 
loved ones. 

Eyler primarily was a “rage killer” who murdered hitch- 
hikers or young men he picked up in bars after quarrel- 
ing with his married boyfriend, said Kathleen Zellner, the 
Oak Brook attorney who handled his appellate case and 
then found herself, over hundreds of hours, coaxing him 
to give details of all the murders. A Hollywood film on the 
story reportedly is being developed. 


CTA union 
officials give 
driver’s story 
of bus crash

The CTA bus driver involved in a 
weekend crash on South Lake Shore 
Drive is disputing some passen- 
ger accounts that at least one rider 
grabbed the steering wheel to help 
her recover control of the bus after it 
pulled hard to the right and eventu- 
ally veered off the road. 

Video taken from a camera on the 
bus supported the driver’s statement 
that no passengers were involved in 
steering the vehicle, CTA officials 
said Monday. 

About three dozen passengers 
were injured when the bus slammed 
into a tree Saturday, officials said. 

The 57-year-old female driver, 
who recently was reinstated after 
being laid off in February as part of 
CTA cost-cutting moves, said she 
was driving on southbound Lake 
Shore Drive just past McCormick 
Place when the front wheels of the 
bus started pulling hard to the right, 
according to officials with Amalgam- 
ated Transit Union Local 241. 

She said she tried to muscle the 
bus to go left, but it kept veering 
right—as if the power steering line 
ruptured—and the vehicle then 
jumped the curb at about 40 mph, 
union officials who interviewed the 
driver said. 

“She hit the brakes as the bus was 
careening right, but when it went 
over the curb the impact caused her 
to lose her footing and she stated 
that she may have accidentally hit 
the accelerator,” said Carlos Acey- 
edo, a union board member. 

The CTA is scheduled to inter 
view the driver Tuesday. 


Study: More than half of Chicago Catholic parishes have had accused priests

More than half of Chicago’s Roman Catholic 
parishes have had a priest at some point who 
was accused of sexually abusing a child, ac- 
cording to a study released Monday. 

In some cases, multiple priests accused of 
misconduct worked at the same church, ac- 
cording to the study, conducted by reform 
groups Voice of the Faithful, African Ameri- 


can Advocates for Victims of Clergy Sexual 
Abuse and the Survivors Network of those 
Abused by Priests. A spokeswoman for the 
Archdiocese said she had not seen the report 
and could not comment. 

“In almost 60 percent of the parishes, an 
accused predator worked there,” said Barbara 
Blaine, president of SNAP. 

From 1980 to 1990, $7.7 percent of Chicago 


parishes had an accused priest working there, 
said Bob Kopp, one of the study’s researchers 
and vice president of Chicagoland Voice of 
the Faithful. Other decades examined in the 
study had similar percentages of affected par- 
ishes, he said. 

For five years, members of the reform 
groups combed through The Official Catholic 
Directory and a database of accused, admit- 


ted and convicted priests created by Boston- 
based bishopaccountability.org. Sixty five of 
the accusations have been substantiated by 
the Archdiocese of Chicago. The other 32 ac- 
cusations came from media reports and law- 
suits that have been filed. 

In the Chicago area, the group document- 
ed the assignments of 97 priests, from 1917 to 
2009, accused of sexual abuse.
